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It shall be the duty of the Secretary to corres- 
pond with absent members when such work 
does not devolve on the Lookout Committee 
(Art, N, Sect.

SECT. 4. ENTERTAINMENT AND LITERARY 
COMMITTEE —The duty of this committee is to 
provide some entertainment or reading, as a 
part of each regular meeting, by soliciting the 
services of members and friends. 
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SECT 5. COMMITTEE ON PSYCHIC STUDY.— 
This committee shall determine the topics for 
consideration at the regular meetings, and 
Shall select certain members who shall obtain 
information on the subjects assigned to them, 
and shall present it at the appointed meeting. 
The members of the Club shall also be notified 
of the subject to be considered, that they may 
give it their thoughtful study and be prepared 
to discuss it intelligently. 

The subjects which this committee will bring 
before the club for study shall be according to 
Article II (Objects of the Club). 

SECT. 6. LIBRARY COMMITTEE.—The duty of 
this committee is to form regulations for use of 
books; consider lists for additions, and such 
other work as may be necessary for the inter- 
ests of this department. Their plans to be 
submitted to the Club for direction before action 
is taken. 


ARTICLE XI.
